and generally low prices prevailing 
on other perishable crops, much-of 
this favorable result most be attri- 
buted to the increasing popularity of 
citrus fruits* as a regular item of

DISCUSSES FERTILIZATION 
Gordon Surr of the citrus experi- 


ment station, Riverside, first dis- 
cussed work being done on forty to 
fifty plots of ground each year by 
way of fertilization and the conse- 
quent results. 


New plots at,the experiment sta- 


tion were begun hi 1927, Surr de- 
clared, which are being treated with 
various kinds of fertilizer. 
Older 


plots, on which treatment was begun 
about twenty-five years ago, leave 
every indication up to the present 
time that .organic matter and nitro- 
gen are needed in the fetrilizer pro- 
gram of the citrus orchard. 


Various kinds of organic fertiliz- 


ers are used, including "manures, 
bean straw and other-straws, as well 
as" alfalfa-. The most-used concen- 
trated nitrogenous fertilizer is urea, 
because it leaves no^residue in "the

After spending several years in 
Los Angeles, in responsible positions 
for Desmond's and Coulter's dry 
goods stores, Mr. Whitehead came to 
Covina in 1920, establishing the first 


exclusive men's clothing store of 
his city. He was joined by his son, 
Stanley Whitehead, five years later, 
and together they have maintained 
one of the attractive men's clothing 
stores in tffis valley. 


Surviving are the widow, Mrs. Nell 


Whitehead, the son, Stanley White- 
head, and four grandchildren.

In 
response to a call by the soviet gov- 
ernment, he and nine other grad- 
uates of the college left in August, 
this year, for a district just south of 
Moscow, to act as technical advisers 
in agricultural and animal husband- 
ry fields.

"The people eat breakfast at about 


10 o'clock—tea, black bread, butter, 
cheese, and sometimes an omelet. 
They eat again at 1 or 2 o'clock, po- 
tatoes and meat; and again at about 
6, the same menu as for breakfast. 
There are no screens and flies are 
quite thick until the frost comes. 


"Sanitation practices are unknown, 


and everyone must bathe in the 
nearby river, which is all right in 
warm weather, but most uncomfort- 
able in the winter. The climate is 
about like the north border of Win- 
nipeg." 


The buildings have electric lights 


which flicker and often get out of 
fix, but still they are electric lights, 
Nicol continues. The women do all 
the washing at the river and the 
clothes are ordinarily clean but nev- 
er mended. 


Among curiosities of the food, the 


sugar is served in large hard lumps 
with a pair of pincers and everyone 
pinches off what he wants. Most of 
the food is not tasty compared to 
American preparations, and not very 
nourishing. Many people carry their 
pockets full of,sunflower seed, which 
they eat like we do peanuts. 


The writing paper used by Nicol 


was of poor quality, and hi the letter 
he stated that he was afraid the en- 
velope would not hold together long 
enough to get here, but it did altho* 
badly frayed. Among things he ask- 
ed to have sent from America were 
a map of Russia and a few packages 
of chewing gum.

years has the Russian government 
been more strong and stable, with 
a greater prospect of permanence, 
says an authority, Sherwood Eddy.

to Be Stopped 


Twenty-five years ago there were 


less than 25,600 automobiles and 
now there are over 26,000,000, sta- 
tistics reveal. Then only 155,000 
miles of improved road existed in 
all the United States, and of that 
road but 144 miles had a high type 
of surface. Today there are more 
than 600,000 miles of improved high- 
way and another 500,000 miles of 
usable dirt road. Where we were 
then spending less than $100,000,000 
a year on our highway improve- 
ment, today we are spending more 
than $1,500,000,000 annually. 


Approximately 2,700,000 Califor- 


nians have licenses to drive motor 
vehicles, the division of motor ve- 
hicles records show. Of this num- 
ber, 28 per cent are women and 72 
per cent men. 


Other records of the statistical de- 


partment indicate that men are in- 
volved in 85 per cent of the acci- 
dents occurring in the state. This 
does not mean that women are more 
careful than men, but merely that 
men drive more and, as a conse- 
quence, are exposed to a greater ac- 
cident hazard.

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WHAT MAKES THE WHITE SPOT WHITE? 
Three Epochs in 
the Citrus Industry 


Why the Orange and Lemon Grower Leads 


All Tillers of the Soil in Cultural Efficiency 


in Marketing and Sustained Profits 


By J. L. MATTHEWS

During the past year of 1929-30, when all foodstuffs have 


been following a descending price scale, and when buying power 
has been the lowest .in the United States and in the world since 
1893, oranges have shown a slight increase in retail price over 
last year, and the full output has been absorbed without un- 
usual and extraordinary sales efforts, and at a profit. 


Basic reasons for this condition are known to growers and 


shippers in a general way, but the public at large might well be 
puzzled if they were to become interested. Growers and the 
public alike may be interested in a rehearsal, or recapitulation, 
of phases of this industry, which led to the soundness of the 
business. When money is plenty, labor fully employed, and 
expansion of business in progress throughout the country and 
the world, any "pointing with pride" to the citrus industry 
would have little effect. But when one industry directly con- 
nected with the soil shows a profit, and a sound business basis, 
when all others are at low ebb, the lesson is sharply defined, 
and should have value, not only to all other agricultural pur- 
suits, but to the owners of citrus groves and potential investors 
in citrus groves.

One segment of the citrus industry, the San Gabriel valley in 


Los Angeles county, is a very fair example of the entire citrus 
industry of the southwestern area, but in this article there are to 
be direct allusions to methods of culture in the San Gabriel 
valley that perhaps do not completely apply to the entire area 
where citrus fruits are grown. Ignoring the earliest days of 
pioneering, which began with the diversion of water from the 
mountain canyons, making possible the planting of the valleys 
to fruit trees, the citrus industry of the past twenty-five years 
divides itself into three well denned epochs, or what might also 
be termed crises. These epochs are: 


1. Cooperative Marketing. Within the last twenty-five years, 


the growers came to know individually and personally that their 
fruit could not be sold at a profit through private concerns, by 
speculators, jobbers that bought direct from the grower, con- 
signment buyers, fruit gamblers. All during the period when 
fruit was bought direct from the individual grower, shipped out 
to take its chances on the market, without guarantee, and with 
no knowledge of prices received except the word of the private 
shipper, the growers made no money, and hundreds of them 
lost their groves and all that had been invested. There were 
some private shippers who became immensely wealthy, while 
at the same time, growers "went busted," and groves were 
abandoned to the desert. Cooperative marketing, built up grad- 
ually and painfully, changed this condition to the point where 
other factors were given an opportunity to aid in the rehabili- 
tation of the business, and since the time that the grower be- 
came individually convinced of the soundness of cooperative 
marketing, he has received all the profit th^t could be expected

Development. Despite better .conditions brought 


about by cooperative marketing, citrus growers were confronted 
with dry years at times, when there was not sufficient gravity 
water from the canyons to keep the acreage in proper cultural 
condition. There were years when groves suffered from a lack 
of moisture content in the soil, curled foliage, fruit dropping, 
and a shock to the plant that not only resulted in a short crop, 
but injured the grove for production in following years. The 
perfection of the deep-well pump, making it possible to lift 
water profitably from the subterranean supply beneath the val- 
ley floors, brought about the augmenting of the gravity supply 
from the canyon rivers, and since that time, all occurring within 
the last quarter century, no grove has of necessity suffered for 


disasters are "acts of God," meaning that they are beyond the 
control of human beings, and therefore, any damage accruing 
cannot be assessed against any individual or group of individ- 
uals. The citrus industry, like many other successful lines of 
human activity, has been made successful by the gradual sub- 
stitution of the doctrine of "an act of God" for the more coura- 
geous doctrine that "God helps them that help themselves." 


A major flood is an act of God, truly, but mankind is learn- 


ing to curb the peak flow of floods and render them, not only 
harmless, but beneficial, by storing the flood water above and 
below the earth, for use for human beings and their crops. That 
has been going on in the San Gabriel valley in California for 
nearly twenty years now, so that dams, large and small, block 
many of the canyons, holding back the flood water until the 
peak of the storm is passed, afterwards letting the water out 
slowly to percolate into the underground reservoirs of the 
valley. 


ETERNAL VIGILANCE 


Visitations of insects that injure the trees, and if allowed to 


Work uncontrolled will kill the industry entirely — these visita- 
tions may be said to be "acts of God," but man has learned how 
to control these insects, and has learned the bitter lesson that 
unless there is an unceasing warfare waged against insects the 
insects, and not man, will some day rule the world. 


Temperatures that fall to twenty-eight degrees above Fah- 


renheit, bringing disaster to tender, semi-tropic crops, are cer- 
tainly "acts of God," and up until just a few years ago the 
attitude of the average citrus grower was that there was nothing 
that could be done about it. Orchard heating had been tried in 
a spasmodic manner, but it was not thought that it would be 
profitable to attempt to protect the entire industry by any 
method of artificial heating. 


It was common to hear the remark that "When we get to 


the point where we have to heat all out-of-doors, we had better 
go into some other kind of business." It was thought that the 
industry would not stand such an additional expense. Bat brave 
leaders finally came to the conclusion that it could be done, and 
the present orchard heating systems, amounting to nearly ninety 
per cent of the acreage, are the result of another great coura- 
geous step in placing the citrus industry on a sound financial 


irrigating water. 


3. Orchard Heating. All areas where semi-tropical fruits 


basis. 


Orchard heating now is considered essential insurance, with- 


out dispute. Banks will not consider loans on citrus property 
that is not protected by orchard heating devices. Banks will 
not consider loans on orchards that are not fumigated and spray- 
ed to control citrus pests. Banks will not consider loans on 
property that does not possess enough water stock or water 
developed to insure proper irrigation. Banks have little use for ' 
an orchard that is menaced by floods, although this phase of life 
is still regarded in law as "an act of God." The property must 
be protected from floods by human agencies. 


LOOKS TO CALIFORNIA 


When Herbert Hoover was considering the membership of 


his newly-created Farm Board, he drafted C. C. Teague, presi- 
dent of the California Orange Growers Exchange and president 
of the California Walnut Growers Association, both cooperative 
marketing organizations. Half .of the experts working with the 
Farm Board today are California men trained in cooperative 
marketing. 


This is very highly significant. The government want to 


know why it is that the orange and walnut growers are so suc- 
cessful, when other lines of agriculture are in the doldrums. 
Primarily, the question is answered in a generalized manner by 
this article, which points out some of the major crises of the 
citrus industry, and the manner in which these crises were met. 


We see the anomaly of a constantly-growing acreage in citrus 


fruits, more trees coming into bearing each year, and a steady 
maintenance of demand for all the crop, with stable prices. The 
cause is found in intelligent cooperative effort all the way from 
the planting of the tree to the delivery of the fruit in the enor- 
mous marketing expanse of the United States and the world. 
Highly-intelligent selling agencies, working for the grower and 
not for some private concern, assisted by intelligent and plenti- 
ful advertising, keeps the consumer in the mood to buy oranges 
and walnuts when other products, perhaps even more necessary 
to life, have a surplus that cannot be moved and consequently 
an unprofitable crop. 


Even highly-trained cooperative selling systems cannot sell 


fruit that is badly packed, arriving in poor condition, so, there- 
fore, the cooperative system demands that a good, standard pack 
be delivered at all times, and sold under guaranteed brands. 
The name on the wrapper insures the consumer of what is ad- 
vertised — that the product is "uniformly good." That's not true 
yet of but only a very few of the products of the soil — and that's 
the reason why the farmer is not yet a business man, and is 
among the first to suffer when times are bad and selling difficult. 


ADVANCE BY EPOCHS 


like the orange and lemon are raised are subject to occasional 
visitations of low temperatures in December, January, Ferbu- 
ary and March. Although the records had shown this to be an 


' indisputable fact, growers were slow to come to the conclusion 


that citrus fruits could not be profitably raised without arti- 
ficial heating at certain intervals. That the loss of a crop in a 
cold year could be offset by crops made in frostless years was 


" an error and a fallacy that clung tenaciously to the industry for 


years. But the great shock and setback of major freezes, which 
caused the loss of one crop immediately, and the partial loss of 
subsequent crops during the years when the trees were recup- 
erating, made the difference between profit and loss for the entire 
industry, so that no matter how much money and care were 
spent in other ways to build up the industry, no profit could be 
made as long as the groves were endangered from frost damage. 


Cooperative marketing and plenty of water were of little 


avail as long as the crop could be wiped out in a single night 
by frost, followed by several years of painful winning back to 
a normal cultural condition. The San Gabriel valley, now that 


" eighty-five to ninety per cent of the acreage is fully protected 


by orchard heating systems, is in a position to make some money 
every year, and to make very substantial profits in most years. 


ALL COOPERATIVE 


These are the three major epochs in the citrus industry in 


California and in the San Gabriel valley. One may say that 
they all may be reduced to the one principle of cooperation, and 
that is true. Cooperative marketing is somewhat different in 
principle from mutual water development, however, and orchard 
heating is not one hundred per cent a cooperative measure, 
although very largely so. 


In these equations of progress for the industry, others may 


argue strongly for the definite steps taken culturally, such as 
the control of insect pests, which is also accomplished largely 
through cooperative systems. It may be argued that no citrus 
crop could be possible without the control of scale pests, which 
is true. But a definite trend toward successful scale control set 
in for the industry before cooperative marketing was to receive 
its real impetus from the grower, and success in scale control is 
attributed to government scientists, paid by the government, 
and working largely outside of the control of the industry itself. 
There is an epic story in this one phase of the advance of the 
industry, but the story is also repeated in connection with nearly 
all major crops in the United States, with credit going to the 
United States government scientists. In this category, too, 
should be placed the conquering of blue mold in fruit shipped, ^^ ^ ^^ ___ _ ___

ixig, raised the standard of the pack, and. aided enormously in 
the'ready sale of the product. 


OLD IDEAS SCRAPPED 


We see, then, that the citrus industry has been epochal— 


that it has advanced by meeting and overcoming crises—not 
always promptly, by any stretch of the imagination. The grower 
has been slothful in applied thinking for his industry in the 
past, but has been blessed by a plentiful permeation of business 
brains from every part of the world. 


It must be admitted that the citrus industry has possessed 


a better chance in this line than have agricultural products in 
other parts of the world. It is well enough known that men do 
not ordinarily raise potatoes for pleasure in the middle west, 
or corn or wheat in the northwest. The citrus industry has had 
a generous admixture of trained business men who have come 
to the Southland because it is a pleasant place in which to live, 
and having come, and having invested in orange and lemon 
groves, have turned their restless, active minds to the better- 
ment of the industry. In that sense, the citrus industry has 
been peculiarly blessed over all agricultural industry. 


But this fact is only another way of definitely proving that 


what agriculture everywhere needs is more trained brains. The 
business of tilling the soil in most parts of the country has always 
been a sort of bland partnership with God, with God expected 
to carry the heavy end. 


The new era of agriculture, if such there is to be, must con- 


tain a more generous admixture of brains of a trained business 
.variety. The citrus industry in California has not always con- 
tained as much brains as could be effectively employed, espec- 
ially in the earlier stages. But it is at the top of the agricultural 
world at the present time, because it has used more and better 
business methods than have most of the tillers of the soil. 'They 
operate under the famous slogan of the Three Guardsmen: "All 
for One and One for All."

ing of the city reservoir on Cypress 
avenue east of Grand, the award 
going to the lowest regular bidder, 
the Viney-Milliken Lumber com- 
pany, who agreed to do the work 
for $925. 


After receiving a letter from the 


builders of the North Citrus avenue 
drive-in market requesting that the 
council grant permission for cutting 
of the curb at Citrus and Covina 
boulevard, and also permit the re- 
moval of three trees at that corner 
to permit necessary construction, the 
matter was referred to the street 
committee with the power to act as 
it sees fit. 


SANITATION BEPORT MADE 
J. R. Hodges, as deputy building 


inspector, made a detailed report 
concerning the sanitation survey 
which he recently completed in the 
city of Covina, as planned by the 
council November 17th. In the re- 
port it was learned that over 100 
violations of the city housing act 
exist, 50 to 75 of these being quite 
serious and about which some action 
should be taken. Some of the prop- 
erty should be condemned, Hodges 
said.

Angeles. The fruit fly thrives there, 
he said, until the beginning of cool 
weather in early December when the 
temperature drops to around 47 de- 
grees and makes the fly inactive 
until the following May. Spain, how- 
ever, raises only a few navels, and. 
it is this variety that is ripening hi 
October and November rather than 
the Valencia—thus they are not par- 
ticularly bothered by the fly. If it 
should get into California, where a 
large number of navels are culti- 
vated, the damage would be consid- 
erably more serious. 


Spain's Valencia crop is largely 


harvested by the time the fruit fly 
becomes active in June, thus there 
are only about five months when it 
is laying eggs and only three of these 
when the fruit is on the trees. It is 
during this time that liquid fumiga- 
tion is carried on in Spain, mostly 
by government operated crews who 
travel from grove to grove to edu- 
cate growers hi pest control. 


In Cairo, Egypt, and Orlando, Flor- 


ida, the temperature seldom drops 
below 55 degrees thru the winter 
season, and thus the fly is able to 
remain active the entire year. Much 
more trouble is therefore experi- 
enced in such places for control of 
the pest, and this explains the sev- 
erity of the plague in Florida re- 
cently. It is now practically con- 
ceded, Quayle said, that the fly has 
been eradicated from Florida and 
ithe national ban has been lifted, al- 
tho California's laws still prohibit 
the importation of Florida fruit ex- 
cept hi a canned state. 


Regarding the control of pests in 


various parts of the world he visited, 
Quayle remarked that hi most places 
up-to-date methods are being used 
hi both fumigation and spraying. In 
Spain the American Cyanamid com- 
pany has built a plant for the manu- 
facture of liquid gas. 


RED SCALE SCATTERED 


Red scale, he stated, seems to be 


quite a pest hi most every part, not 
only in California and Florida. In 
Spain, Italy, Sicily, South Africa and 
Australia the red scale is somewhat 
different from this country's and is 
the most serious pest hi those re- 
spective localities. In Egypt the 
black scale is most troublesome. The 
purple scale occurs in both dry and 
moist countries to some extent, and 
the mealybug is found in Spain, 
Italy and Sicily. 


The Hawaiian islands the the near- 


est fruit fly infested areas to the 
west coast groves of America, and 
the. Bermudas off the east coast are 
also infested, he said. The fly at- 
tacks not only citrus fruits but 
grapes, peaches, and other varieties 
of deciduous plants as well.

during the heavy cull season of 
1928-29, it was necessary this past 
year to do some buying in the mar- 
ket. 


KING SURVEYS CONDITIONS 
Mr. King surveyed the citrus con- 


ditions during the past year, closing 
with a forward look into the coming 
year. He has just returned from a 
visit to the citrus belt of Florida and 
gave first-hand knowledge of its 
difficulties during the past year and 
the probable competitive power for 
this season. 


In closing, Mr. King said: 
"We have an estimate of the crop 


going out the first of December, re- 
duced somewhat by the damage of 
the wind—an estimated 5 per cent 
reduction due to fruit blown to the 
ground and lowered in grade be- 
cause of bruises. As we look at it 
now, 
the crop of fruit in California 


and Florida is large enough to sup- 
ply all the legitimate demands that 
we can develop for fruit juice this 
year, based upon the financial and 
business conditions, for the popula- 
tion of the country. The price will 
be. only moderate. We believe it will 
be a remunerative price, but we can- 
not expect this coming year that it 
will be a matter of high per box 
returns. Increased production will 
help out on the acreage returns. 


"If sizes run small it will mean 


that our friends in the east who in- 
sist on buying a 150 size will have to 
pay a high price per dozen, but the 
sizes that are the largest proportion 
of the crop are smaller—in Tulare 
county 216s, 252s, and 288s. Unfor- 
tunately, Florida oranges are run- 
ing the same sizes. I do not think 
we will have the extreme proportion 
of unsalable sizes as two years ago, 
when the by-products plant handled 
72,000 tons of fruit, much of it re- 
sembling miniature golf balls. 


"The biggest thing we have to be 


thankful for at this time on this crop 
of small-sized oranges, due princi- 
pally to drought, is that we do not 
depend on the housewife any more 
to serve one-half of an orange at 
breakfast, or a whole orange if gen- 
erous, but the individual now feels 
that he must have an eight-ounce 
glass of juice, which means three 
oranges. 


"I do not think there is any reason 


why we should not be very happy 
with the prospect of our business, as 
compared with business generally. 
There has been a depreciation of 
everything in all industries in this 
country except oranges and orange 
groves. We must expect, however, 
a slight decrease in profits over last 
season." 


Speaking of foreign citrus belts, 


in South Africa, southern Europe, 
and Palestine, Mr. King said: "Re- 
gardless of the toughest thin£ you 
can find in this country, it is not a 
patching of the conditions that ob- 
| tain over there."

Advice Offered 
Owners of Wind- 


Sown Graves 


Many citrus growers have report- 


ed only small amounts of damage 
from the recent high winds. The 
wind in many cases caused the loss 
of only poor fruit 'and a few leaves. 
This has created optimism among the 
growers, according to W. H. Wil- 
liams, assistant farm adviser, Los 
Angeles county. 


This wind, being a little out of 


the ordinary, tore the leaves off the 
trees, rather than removing them at 
the abcission layer, as would be 
the case when the leaves have been 
dried out by a steady wind. The vio- 
lent removal of leaves is more of a 
shock than the slightly more natural 
way a tree has of getting rid of 
transpiration surface that it cannot 
keep adequately supplied with mois- 
ture. Some lemon groves have been 
observed which appear to have lost 
fully fifty per cent of their leaves, 
but with the greater part of the lem- 
ons still hanging. Some of this fruit 
is bruised or blemished, but the big 
injury is not yet evident in these 
cases. 


The trees must repair the injuries 


made by torn-off leaves and then 
grow a new crop of foliage from re- 
serve., stores to cover the more or 
less denuded branches. Added to 
this is the necessity for maturing a 
normal crop of fruit with, in many 
cases, only half of the food manu- 
facturing leaf surface remaining. It 
would be better for the future of 
the tree if the same proportion of 
leaves and crop had been removed, 
to maintain a proper balance. 


All plant food for root growth, 


for branch and leaf growth, as well 
as for flowering, setting, and sizing 
of fruit is manufactured in the 
leaves. If the leaf surface is large, 
there is a great amount of plant food 
manufactured, and if the leaf sur- 
face is small, the reverse is true— 
all other conditions being equal. To 
assist the trees in recovering from 
severe wind injury the grower 
should convince himself by digging 
down into the root zone that there 
is an abundance of moisture and 
that the trees do not get dry at any 
time during the winter.
